—The question whether eggs should 
be .wld by number or by weight has 
been under discussion in Paris. 
All of 
tile usual arguments in favor of either 
method have been put forth. 
Men of 
mathematical and statistical proclivities 
have been at work on the problem, and 
have learned I hat eggs laid by the 
more generous fowls, such as Black Span­ 
ish, Houdans and Creve-Coeurs, aver­ 
age seven to a pound, while Hamburgs 
and some other varieties lay eggs so 
small that nine or ten arc required to 
tip Hie pound weight. 
It has not oc­ 
curred to any ingenious Frenchman, 
that, in view of the varying thickness 
of the shells, a more equitable method 
than cither of those under discussion 
would be to ojxm the eggs, and sell 
them at so much a quart for solid meats, 
as oysters are sold. 
—The Lynchburg I irginian describes 
an ingenious trap devised by a Virginia 
farmer to capture sheep-stealing dogs. 
Having suffered severely from tne dep­ 
redation of dogs upon his sheep fold, he 
built around a number of sheep that 
dogs had killed an inclosure of rails 
twelve feet high and ten feet square at 
the ground, the sides of the trap slop­ 
ing inward until an opening was left 
about five feet square. 
Any dog could 
easily climb such a sloping fence and 
enter the pen, but not even a grey­ 
hound could jump out of it. In three 
nights the farmer captured forty-six 
dogs, including fifteen or twenty that 
had never been seen before in that 
neighborhood. 
This after their had 
been a public slaughter of all dogs sus­ 
pected of sheep killing save one, whose 
master could not be convinced of his 
guilt. Tho trap wTas built for his espe­ 
cial benefit, and it caught him the first 
night. 
—A little girl only fourteen years of 
age, named Margaret Messenger, has 
just been convicted and sentenced to 
death at the Cumberland Assizes in 
England for the murder of a baby 
whose nurse she was. The jury found 
her guilty, and also that—although, be­ 
ing at the time under the age of four­ 
teen, she was, prima facie, incapable 
of crime—she was precocious enough 
to have a criminal intent. There is on 
record in England an example of a boy 
aged eight years being hanged for burn­ 
ing a barn in Berkshire. 
A bov of 
ten, convicted of murdering his "bed­ 
fellow, was unanimously pronounced 
by the Judges as a proper subject of 
capital punishment, and does not ap­ 
pear to have been reprieved. These 
eases happened long before the Secre­ 
tary of State was in the habit of inter­ 
fering in cases of murder as he docs at 
present; and it is probable that this 
young girl may have her punishment 
commuted to imprisonment for life. 
—A report comes from physicians in 
Baltimore that a case of genuine lepro­ 
sy has been brought to attention there. 
The patient is a lady, the mother of 
several children, and her case has ex­ 
cited considerable attention among the 
physicians of that city. 
She was born 
in Baltimore, where she lived until her 
sixteenth year, when she removed to 
the eastern shore. The only reason as­ 
signed for the affliction of this lady is 
that she resided near another leper, and 
it is supposed by this means contracted 
the malady. 
It is generally believed 
that leprosy is contagious, a belief 
which in this instance seems attested, 
as the woman bas never in her life 
crossed the borders of the State of 
Maryland, thus making it impossible 
for her to contract the disease by breath­ 
ing air which was previously contam­ 
inated by the presence of lepers. 
The 
patient has now about the face aleonine 
appearance, or a resemblance to the 
lion, caused by globules growing over 
it. 
—Zadkiel’s Almanac for 1882 predicts 
all sorts of pleasant and unpleasant 
things for this country. 
Its editor, 
Zadkiel Tao S/.e, observes in the pref­ 
ace that the spread of an intelligent 
faitli in planetary influence will soon 
make everybody acknowledge astrology 
and comped the press to cease their 
abuse of its votaries.

Keeping Bulbs aud Tuber*. 


Differences in climate necessitate dif­ 
ferent methods of treatment of the 
game species of bulbs or tubers, in or­ 
der to preserve them from one season 
to another under artificial conditions. 
For instance, the common potato in 
cool climates is one of the easiest of all 
tubers to preserve in a sound condition 
from one season to another; but in hot 
climates it decays rapidly after reach­ 
ing maturity in the fail. 
The chief 
condition necessary for its preservation 
is a cool and dr}* place, and when this 
eau be secured the tubers will remain 
sound, not for six months or a year, 
but for a number years, for in the na­ 
tive habitat of tile potato droughts 
frequently occur, lastiatr two, three, or 
more years, and the wild plants remain 
in an entirely dormant condition until 
the rains come and force the tubers 
into growth. 
We have in our posses­ 
sion some tubers of the wild potato 
which we gathered two years ago in 
one of the canons of the Rocky Mount­ 
ains in New Mexico, and they are as 
sound as when first taken from their 
native 
soil. 
They 
have been pre­ 
served in dry sand in a tin box, depos­ 
ited in a cool cellar, conditions which 
are unfavorable to the growth of the 
potato. 
The potato, as is now well known to 
botanists who have traveled in the re­ 
ions above named, is a native of the 
iocky Mountain range, commencing in 
Colorado, and extending southward 
through Mexico aud along the Andes 
in South America; but we believe it is 
found in all cases at high elevations, 
where the climate is naturally cool, and 
often very dry. 
In some parts of this 
region no rains will fall for several 
years, and when this occurs the tubers 
of the wild potato remain dormant 
until conditions favorable to growth 
return. 
This fact gives us a key to 
the most favorable conditions in which 
to preserve the domesticated or im­ 
proved sorts, namely, in a dark place, 
excluded from air, aud at a low tem- 
erature. 
By a low we do not mean a 
reezing temperature, because it is 
doubtful if the wild tubers become 
frozen even where the temperature 
of the air falls ten to thirty degrees 
below zero, because the soil is so dry 
during winter that the cold does not 
penetrate to any considerable depth. 
The sweet potato, being a tropical 
plant and a native of lower and moister 
climates than the Virginia, or, moro 
properly, American potato, requires 
entirely different conditions 
for its 
preservation. It must be kept dry aud 
warm. as cold, even above the freezing 
point is often destructive to its vitality. 
In warm climates it is only necessary 
to bury the tubers in dry soil in the au­ 
tumn in order to have them come out 
sound in s 
as in our

Boring; but in cool climates. 
Northern States, a little arti­ 
ficial heat during the winter months is 
required. Packing in dry chaff or kiln- 
dried sand is perhaps the best method, 
after which place the barrels or boxes 
in a dry room or cellar where a lire can 
be occasionally kindled to drive out 
moisture and raise the temperature to 
sixty or seventy degrees. 
The tubers 
will not sprout even at a higher temper­ 
ature unless considerable moisture is 
present in the materials used for pack­ 
ing. 
Turnips, beets, carrots and all similar 
bulbs and tubers, natives of cool cli­ 
mates, should be kept cool anti not so 
dry as to cause them to lose their nat­ 
ural moisture by evaporation. If placed 
in Large heaps heat is generated and 
decay rapidly follows, a condition 
which should be carefully avoided. 
Ventilation of cellars or pits in which 
such roots are stored is usually neces­ 
sary, but this will not prevent the heat­ 
ing of the roots in the center of large 
heaps or bins, because the cool air will 
not reach them even when those on the 
outside are frozen. 
The better way is 
to divide up the crop into smaller lots; 
then it is easy to control the surround­ 
ing atmosphere. 
More roots are lost 
every winter through keeping them too 
warm than too cold, and heating, 
sprouting and decay usualty follow 
careless storage of root crops in gen­ 
eral. 
With ornamental bulbs and tubers 
the same rules should be observed as 
in the preservation of those that are 
useful. Those coming from cool cli­ 
mates should be kept cool, and those 
from warm climates warm. 
Tuberoses 
can scarcely be kept too warm and dry 
during the winter, and a warm room is 
a better place to store them than a dry, 
cool cellar. 
Gladiolus bulbs should also 
be kept dry and warm, for if the air is 
moist as well as warm, they will cer­ 
tainly sprout before the time arrives 
for planting out in spring. 
Dahlia 
tubers are more delicate than sweet 
jyotatoes, but will keep sound in a mod­ 
erately cool and dry atmosphere. 
The 
safest way to keep them, where a per­

rels, and then set them away iu a dry, 
warm room where they will not freeze, 
or in a warm cellar, and as high on the 
shelf as convenient. 
The tubers should 
be examined occasionally during the 
winter; if too dry add moisture, and if 
too moist take out and dry them and 
return them to the barrel. 
There is, 
however, greater danger from moisture 
than dryness, because few persons, ex­ 
cept professional gardeners, take up 
aud dry their tubers and bulbs properly 
before packing them away for winter. 
The lifting is usually done in a great 
hurry and at -the last possible moment 
before the ground freezes up, and then 
the roots go in covered with wet earth 
or mud, there being no time or conven­ 
iences for drying and properly prepar­ 
ing them for their winter quarters. —N. 
F. Sun.
